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ember,  Kowover,  aftor  the  real  winter  weather  let  in,  it 
wee  very  severe  and  there  was  very  little  warm  weather  during 

the  spring*  Host  of  tho  roads  were  rather  slow  to  open.  The 
north  and  west  gates  were  open  to  travel  on  June  1  and  from 
the  start  there  was  a  continued  increase  in  travel  over  previous 
years*  "'-"hen  the  travel  season  closed,  our  records  in  ioated 
an  inorease  of  29715  visitors  over  last  year,  or  11  per  cent.

International  and 
the  Fox  Voviwtone  were  in  attendance.  About  50  Indians  from 
the  Flathead  ' eservation  in  '  ontana,  as  well  as  the  Terry 
Montana  Cowboy  Band  partioi  at~d. 

Hoed  conditions  in  tho  nark  were  very  good  during  the 

sunr.er  *nd  the  newly  oiled  stretohes  held  up  particularly  well 
under  the  extremely  heavy  traffic,    ith  the  large  amount  of 
rainy  and  c;->l  weather  early  in  the  se»son,  t'  e  park  was  particu- 
larly btieutlful  but  aftor  about  the  nit  lo  c  July  the  continued 
warm  weather  dried  up  the  oountry  and  nresented  an  entirely 
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different  appearance.  The  flowers  were  particularly  beautiful 
Murine  the  early  part  cf  the  season*  Tho  fire  hata.rd  was  very 
serious  lata  in  the  season,  due  to  the  oontlnuod  wm  weather 
and  little  rainfall. 

The  wild  en inula  of  the  park  were  seen  at  numerous  .laces 
during  the  entire  park  season  and  tho  bears  were  nore  in  evidence 
than  in  any  previous  years*   Fishinr,  was  excellent  and  afforded 
a  great  deal  of  anuseriont  to  the  thousands  of  park  visitors. 

The  continued  extension  oA  the  educational  work  met  with 
favor  on  every  hand  and  park  visitors  received  a  great  deal 
of  benefit  from  the  facilities  available  and  the  service  extended* 
The  new  nuseum  at       ithful  was  opened  when  tho  first  park 
visitors  arrived  and  proved  to  be  one  of  the  nain  points  of 
interest  in  th«  rerk*  A  new  trailsi.je  museum  and  ranger  station 
was  oonstructfetl  at  I  adison  Junction  during  the  summer  and  will
